Bristol women stated upon arrival at 
their home's bere* Saturday, that then 
jaunt to Cuba, even in these trying 
times, proved me>st enjoyable.

Their stay In Cuba was for two days’ 
duration, the party returning to Now 
York on the T. E. L. “ Morro Castle,”

The only manner in which unrest lu 
the Cuban capital affected the local­ 
ites was that they were required to be> 
aboard the1 ship by eight p. in., T u es­ 
day; and early Wednesday evening as 
they made their way to the ship's dock 
they were quickly hurried aboard. 
Speaking today of Hie trip, Miss 
Vandegrift stated that Tuesday, the 
day of their arrival In Havana, was the 
first day the stores had been opened; 
but all night clubs remained dosed. 
Owing to the fact Hie city was still 
under military rule the ship’s pus 
gougers w ere not permitted on land 
uftei eight In th. evening. 
“We had two enjoyable sight-seeing 
trips, one through the city and the 
second a country trip. 
We were not 
molested, and the residents seemed 
to be continuing business as orderly 
as possible,” said Miss Vandegrift. 
Some of the “Morro Castle" passeii 
gers, eager to return to the United 
States, were hindered in making their 
way to the boat, it was told, but the 
Bristolians experienced no trouble in 
this respect. The passenger list was 
small, but 211 making the trip to New 
York. 
The Bristol women saw nothing of
